COLUMBUS, Dec 9.—Back to 


the state printer went the rernants 
of what once was the administra- 
tion's liquor bill today, with legal 
liquor not a step nearer than when 
the legislature convened earlier in 
the week. 


The bill emerged from prelimin- 


ary committee hearings scarcely 
recognizable as the measure Sen. 
H. G. Mosier (D) Cleveland, intro- 
duced at the opening of the re- 
peal session. 


So dilapidate was its appearance 


after 
undergoing 
a 
series of 


major operations in the judiciary 
committees That it was necessary 
to have the whole bill reprinted be- 
fore final consideration 
by 
the 


committees next Monday night. 


At ' '• ? earliest, the bill cannot 
reach the floor of either house or 
senate, where the real fights over 
its major provisions are scheduled, 
before next Tuesday. 


MEEP MONDAY NIGHT 


The legislature adjourned Friday 
to meet again at 7:30 p. m., Mon- 
day, but floor leaders said only 
members of the judiciary commit- 
tees in either house need attend 
the nigrht session, which will be de- 
voted to reporting the bill out of 
committee. 


State monopoly and sale of li- 


quor by the glass remained the 
most troublesome 
issues 
despite 


the complete elimination of the for- 
mer and overwhelming 
approval 


of the latter by the judiciary com- 
mittees. 


But even when those two points 


finally are settled many observes 
predicted the 
legislature will be 


kept busy for many more days 
ironing out dozens of controversial 
issues of scarcely less importance. 


The .senate was expected to make 


few changes in the bill finally re- 
ported out by its judiciary com- 
mittee, but in the house a well- 
defined movement was under way 
to write the monopoly plan back 
into the bill. 


The house also was expected to 
be the scene of a bitter fight over 
any attempt to permit the sale of 
liquor by the glass, a provision the 
wets 
are 
insisting upon on the 


grounds that 
bootleggers and 


speakeasies will spring up instant- 
ly if it is banned. 


MAY LICKNSE KET(AJIJERS 
Chief alterations in the original 


plan provided for sale of liquor 
through licensed retailers, instead 
of state monopoly stores; a 10 per 
cent sales tax on liquor; a four- 
man bipartisan liquor commission 
advised the governor in appoint- 
ments to the commission, and in- 
clusion of a plan to withhold pack- 
age sale permits for 30 days after 
the liquor commission is formed, 
except 
permits 
for drug 
stores 


which would be issued immediately. 


There was a host of other 


amendments, including one deny- 
ing to constables the right to issue 
search warrents and limiting that 
power to court judges. 


Indication that the selection of 


liquor commissioners 
might pre- 


cipitate another squabble was seen 
in the action of the house judiciary 
committee which with but one dis- 
senting vote favored turning over 
liquor control to the present seven- 
men beer commission. 


It appeared that beer of no more 


than 3.2 alcoholic content would 
be excluded from the desienation

bunk. This represents a new record 
in number of loans closed in Ohio 
during one month and is almost 
half the number of loans which 
were clos-d in the state during the 
first eleven months of 1933, when 
1043 
loans 
for 
$3,791,300 were 


closed. These loans are being used 
chiefly to refinance farm mort- 
gages and notes, most of which 
have been 
held 
by 
commercial 
banks. 


During November, 2527 new ap- 


plications for loans totalling; $10,- 
367,300 were received from Ohio, 
more applications having been re- 
ceived in November than in any 
other previous month of 
Land 
Bank history. 


Loans made by ths Federal 


Land Bank iu Ohio are of 
two 


types, the land bank loan and the 
commissioner's 
loan. The 
land 


bank loan is always a first mort- 
gage loan and may be used 
for 


buying or improving a larm, for 
purchasing livestock, equipment, 
or fertilizer and for 
refinancing 


farm mortgages, notes, or 
other 


indebtedness. 
The loans may be 


made up to fifty per cent of the 
appraised normal valu2 
of 
the 


permanent improvements. 


Commissioner's loans may be 


either on first or second 
mort- 
gages and can be used only for re- 
financing old indebtedness, to pro- 
vide working capital for farming 
operations or to reacqulre farm 
property lost by foreclosure after 
July 1. 1931. The commissioner's 
loan together with all other evi- 
dences of indebtedness secured by 
the farm property may not ex- 
ceed seventy-five per cent of 
its 


.appraised value.

became president of Ohio State 
University, where he served 
for 


26 years. He also was president of 
Longmont, Colo., College for six 
years. 


RELIEVED IN 1925 


In 1925, at his own request. Dr. 


Thompson was relieved of active 
duties a.j president 01 Ohio yvite 
University, being elevated at that 
time to the position of president 
emeritus. 


Despite his retirement from ac- 


tive connection with the univer- 
sity, Dr. Thompson continued 
to 


devuts his energies to public ser- 
vice. He

Presbyterian 


churches of America in 1926 at 
Baltimore, Md., and whjn the de- 
pression came on he was called to 
serve in important positions.

(a) Paul's frankness aud cour- 


tesy (v. 10). Me freely recognized 
the fact that Felix had been ruler 
long enough to be able to form a 
just judgment, and assumed that 
Felix would render a decision on 
the basis of facts.

lar infection is concerned, never re- 
turns. Of course, if the victim is ex- 
posed to the parasite he may contract 
the disease. 


Spreads Rapidly 


The parasite is found where filtli 


and unhygienic conditions exist. 
It 


is a common affliction of person? who 
are careless and negligent regarding 
their personal habits. Yet it may at- 
tack some who are unquestionably | 
clean. 
The parasite may be picked 


up in public places, such as public- 
bath 
houses, washrooms or rest 


rooms. 


SJince the disease spreads rapidly 


frqfru'qne individual to another, ex- 
treme care should be taken to pre- 
vent its occurrence. This is partlc- 
Warjy. true in institutions, where 
many persons are closely housed to- 
gether.* - Scabies is likely to be pruv:i- 
lent in camps or places where the 
necessary sanitary measures are not 1 
enforced. 


The infection should always be sus- 


pected "when the shin itches and be- 
comes red. As a rule, it is firs.t no- 
Viced between the fingers, under the 
'•arms or in the groin and quickly 
spreads to other parts of the body. 


Method of Treatment

Awble "itch,"a examine the 
afflicted 


tkiijil^arefully. 
If the disturbance is

end'of the furrow. This is probubly 
the parasite. 


The treatment of scabies Is based 


upon absolute cleanliness and the de- 
struction of the offending parasite. 
The parasite is best destroyed .iy the 
application of a sulphur ointment. Ap- 
ply the'ointment over the entire body 
Just before 'retiring:. Take a warm 
bath Itt the morning and remove the 
ointment by scrubbing with a stiff 
brush. 
Repeat this procedure until 


no trace of the parasite can be seen. 
There must be fresh clothing after 
each bath.
